Last Tuesday in the last regu¬ 
lar assembly of this school year 
the assemblies committee present¬ 
ed some of the winners in the 
speaking contests recently held in 
this district and also in the state 
contests. Before they were pre¬ 
sented, Mrs. Paul Hug and Mrs. 
Carroll Bryant rendered a very 
beautiful piano duet. The first to 
speak was Miss Ann Seay who 
gave Oscar Wilde’s humorous se¬ 
lection “Suitor From a Suitcase.” 
Miss Seay, who, incidentally is a 
prospective student at U. T. J. C„ 
won first place in humorous read¬ 
ings in this district and also in the 
state contest later on. The second 
speaker was Miss Darryl Wilson 
who also gave a humorous read¬ 
ing in the form of an imitation of 
a melodrama. Miss Wilson won 
first place in this district for origi¬ 
nal oratory for girls and later took 
first place in the state contest in 
the same division. 

The girls were introduced by 
their instructor, Mrs. Clem Krid- 
er, who is the elocution and speech 
instructor in the city of Paris and 
is also President of the Tennessee 
State Association of Teachers of 
Speech. Present in the audience 
was Miss Katherine Riley, also of 
Paris. Miss Riley, too, is a pros¬ 
pective U. T. J. C. student. She 
won first in this district in extemp¬ 
oraneous oratory for girls and 
placed third in the state campaign. 

The girls are seniors at Grove 
High School in Paris. 


On Tuesday night, May 27, the 
Student Christian Association met 
in the auditorium of the Adminis¬ 
tration Building. The meeting 
was opened by the singing of a 
hymn by the club and then Secre¬ 
tary Dora Morris read the minutes 
of the last meeting. After a short 
business session, Mary Ellen Lowe 
read the scripture lesson and 
Jamie Lawler led in prayer. Then 
Katherine Ford, President intro¬ 
duced Rev. L. L. Thomas of Bethel 
College who introduced the princi¬ 
pal speaker of the evening. He 
was Mr. Doe am of Canton, China, 
now a student at Bethel College. 
Mr. Gam's talk was one of the 
most interesting heard on this 
campus during the present school 
year. He spoke to some extent on 
the work of American and other 
missionaries in China and also of 
the changed conditions brought 
about in China by the war with 
Japan. He told, in his broken 
English of how he happened to 
come to America, his first impre- 
sion of this land of ours, and how 
he feels about it now. He seemed 
to still marvel, although he has 
been here for nearly three years 
at the marvelous amount of free¬ 
dom and opportunity that exists 
here. He spoke of his early days 
in China—of the customs that pre¬ 
vail there and of the present day 
hopes of the Chinese people. Cer¬ 
tainly his words did much to cause 
one to realize that we are a very 
fortunate people and that to be 
an American now or at any other 
time is a valuable thing. It is Mr. 
Gam’s intention to become a doct¬ 
or and he plans to attend some 
school on the West Coast next 
year, probably the University of 
Southern California. The marvel¬ 
ous spirit of the Chinese peop'e 
was clearly exemplified when 
someone in the audience asked him 
if he intended to remain in the 
United States after his graduation 
from medical school. Immediately 
and almost forcefully he replied, 
“Oh, no—there is much to be done 
in China now—the people need 
much help and attention especially 
in the field of medicine. As soon 
as I am prepared to give aid, I am 
going home.” Evidently he felt a 
natural reticence in speaking of 
the air raids on his home city and 
his country and appeared to he 
rather reluctant to speak of them. 
Certainly his purpose is a worthy 
one and his sincerity is very im¬ 
pressive. After hearing him, one 
felt that one had been fortunate to 
have been so privileged. Miss 
Nina Swindler dismissed the meet¬ 
ing with a short prayer.

Local Action Builds 
County Liberty Service

Securing county or regional lib¬ 
rary service which will fit reading 
materials into the programs and 
projects of town and rural organ¬ 
izations, of the schools through¬ 
out the county, and of the church¬ 
es, as well as into the interests 
and ambitions of the people of the 
area, is a movement to be handled 
by the citizens themselves. When 
once the movement is under way, 
certain governmental agencies are 
ready to help make it a success in 
whatever way is legally open to 
them. 

A county or regional library 
movement may spring from one 
person’s or one organization’s in¬ 
terest in having library service. 
From this beginning ' must come 
concerted action by all kinds of 
people in all parts of the county 
or region, and by many organiza¬ 
tions. Then only will the project 
have the strength required to 
make it a success. Whatever 
group initiates action will be mak¬ 
ing a far-reaching contribution to 
the growth and development of 
the area. 

Library service by contract with 
some strong library agency with¬ 
in the area is perhaps one of the 
best assurances of a successful 
outcome. This may be with a pub¬ 
lic library, as in Hamilton and 
Knox counties, Tennessee, or with 
a libra ry connected with an edu¬ 
cational institution, as in three 
nearby Kentucky counties which 
have recently made contracts with 
the library of their state college 
at Murray. 

Steps suggested in starting such 
a movement are: (1) Get inform¬ 
ation and advice from the State 
Library agency (a Division of the 
State Department of Education¬ 
al at the same time, look 
into the facilities the area itself 
may include; (3) invite the State 
library worker to come (at State 
Expense) to discuss the matter, 
calling in representatives of other 
groups and leaders such as the 
county agricultural and home ex¬ 
tension agents and the county su¬ 
perintendent of schools; (4) or¬ 
ganize a committee representing 
many groups to conduct a cam¬ 
paign of information throughout 
the area; (6) let this commit’ee 
push the actual development 
through whatever means the state 
laws permit.

CHANGE IN EXAMINATIONS 
FOR FLYING CADBT8 

Changes in the written examina¬ 
tion for appointment as a flying 
cadet for those who have not had 
two years at an accepted college 
or university have been announced 
by the War Department. The new 
requirements will give candidates 
wider latitude in satisfying the 
standards. ~i , : 

Formerly , in addition to a phy¬ 
sical test, prospective flying cadets 
were required to pass an exami¬ 
nation in nine subjects in lieu fo 
two years’ work at a recognizod 
college or university. For the edu-. 
rational examination scheduled for 
August 12, the first affected by 
the changes, the candidates will be 
required to take examinations in 
<seven subjects. Five of these are 
required subjects, and for the oth¬ 
er two subjects the applicant is 
allowed to choose from a list of 
five. 

Required subjects are as fol¬ 
lows : 

English composition and gram¬ 
mar. 

Arithmetic 

Algebra 

Plane geometry 

Plane trigonometry. 

The student may choose any 
two of the following subjects to 
complete his list of seven subjects. 

United States History 

General History 

Elementary physics 

Inorganic chemistry 
Any modern language except 
English. 

Under the old examination a 
passing grade in three of these 
subjects, United States history 
general history and elementary 
physics, was recognized. The in¬ 
clusion of inorganic chemistry and 
a modern language is s new pro¬ 
vision. Examination in geography 
has been dropped. 

Applicants who show successful 
college completion of any of the 
subjects given in the educational 
examination will receive credit for 
a grade of 80 per cent. For the 
entire examination, a passing grade 
is 70 per cent. 

The educational examinations 
are given four times a year and 
generally require three days for 
completion. About 2,500 ' candi¬ 
dates competed in each of the last 
two examinations. Examinations 
are given by boards of j>4 stations 
and cities in the United 8tates 
and possessions.
